feized on, without asking any Content, or fearing any 
Controuls whereas they yield, in Confideration of it,

and | fincerely think him to be a very indifferent Judge 
of our Conftitution, very imperfectly skilled in the 
Knowledge of our Laws, and neither qualified with 
Difeernment, norwith Imagination, to write the Hiffory 
of a great P cople. 

On the other hand, you have been fo delighted 
with him as a Republican Writer anda Whig, and fo 
charmed with his Zeal to prove this Frame of Govern- 
ment perfectly free from the Beginning, that you think 
it criminal to gueftion his Ability for the Work, or to 
difient from his Judgment where he is miffaken.
